Senator McComas' bill is only one of

dent or person performing the duties 
of president, 
prescribing 
imprison- 


ment for conspiracy to the same end, 
providing safeguards against the ad- 


j mission of anarchist immigrants, and 
instructing the executive to enter in- 
to negotiations for extradition treat- 
ies covering the class of crime," es- 
n 
pecially aimed at by the bill. 


Senator Harrows also introduced a 


bill "To provide for tlie exclusion and de- 
portation of alien anarchists." 
The 


first section of the bill is as follows: 


"That* no alien anarchists shall here- 


after be permitted to land at any port 
of tne United States or be admitted into 
the United States; but this prohibition 
shall not W so construed as to apply to 
political refugees or political offenders 
other than such anarchists." 


The second section directs the special 


board of inquiry authorized by the Im- 
migration laws to make diligent inves- 
tigation concerning the antecedents of 
any alien seeking admission into the 
United States who is suspected of being 
an anarchist, authorizing the board to 
even go to the extent of examining the 
person of suspected aliens for marks in- 
dicative of membership in anarchistic 
societies. 


Section 3 provides for the return of 


persons to their native countries who 
have afterward been found to be anar- 
chists. The fourth section provides that 
when any alien is convicted of crime in 
any United States court and It shall ap- 
pear frojn the evidence that he is an 
anarchist the presiding judge shall di-

Military Academy. 


There is a rule for everything that the 


cadet does during the day. His walk and 
his bodily carriage are prescribed by reg- 
ulation. He marches to class at the sound 
of a bugle, he eats by command, he must 
be precise iu the W ay ia which he salutes 
an officer or the officer will stop him and 
call him to task. There is even a pre- 
scribed manner of greeting a civilian. If 
the cadet is introduced to one, he must 
extend one hand ivhile lifting his cap 
with the other. At parting he must again 
lift his cap. There is not p. step he can 
take, not a word be can say, not eren a 
personal matter m his day's life that is 
not in one way or another governed by 
imperative rule. 


As soon as the "polite"' work" is done it 


is time for the battalion to form and 
march to breakfast at mess. Breakfast 
is finished at about 7:10. 
Immediately 


after it is over "sick cail" rings out on 
the bugle. Any cadet who feels that he 
needs a physician reports to the surgeon 
in charge at the hospital. 


Study and recreation last until 4 o'clock. 


Across the quadrangle formed by the four 
connecting wings of the great academy 
building sections may be seen, as in the 
busy morning, marching to and from 
recitation. It is another period of the 
severest kind of instruction, while at 4:10 
p. m., weather permitting, drill begins, 
lasting until 5:30. 
This is immediately 


followed by dress parade. At 6:30 for- 
mation for supper takes place. 
This 


meal lasts until 7 o'clock. 


At this time of day our young men in

The minutes 
pass in study, the time being all too short 
for the vast amount of work that must 
be prepared for the next day. If onr 
cadet is phenomenally quick, he may find 
time enough to pick tip pen and dash off 
a few words to the fond, anxious mother 
at home. Whatever he does, he cannot 
turn down his mattress and make up bib 
bed or eren stretch himself upon tlier 
hard slats before the moment prescribed 
in regulations. Tactical officers or cadot 
officers are likely to pop in upon him .it 
all sorts of unexpected times, and thi 
slightest infringement of any rule must 
be at once reported. 


"Tattoo" is another call that the bu 


glers are required to sound. It is equiv 
nlent to "get leady for bed," but it is not 
heard from the quadrangle until the exact 
moment of 9:30 has arrived. As soon as 
he heais this call the cartet is at liberty to 
turn down bis mattress and make up his 
bed. 
By 10 o'clock, when that tirelesf 


gugler blows "taps," which means that 
all lights must be out, the gas is turned 
off and the tired young embryo general

A Remarkable Relle. 


For the last 600 years there has bees 


preserved in the Cathedral of Genoa an 
emerald vase of hexagonal shape. Its 
principal diameter measures 12% inches 
and its height 594 inches. This article 
is secured under several locks, the keys 
of which are in different hands. It ia 
but rarely exhibited in public, and that 
only on a decree of the senate. When 
brought out for exhibition, the vessel is 
sluug to the neck of the officiating priest 
by means of a, cord fastened to both its 
handles, and he never allows it to pass 
out of his bands. By an ancient decree 
of May 24, 1476, It is forbidden to touch 
the rase or go too near it. During the 
siege of Genoa, in 1319, this vase was 
pledged to Cardinal Luc de Fresque foi 
1,200 gold marks,1 but it was subsequent- 
ly redeemed. A citizen of Genoa has 
written a book in order to prove that this 
vessel was a gift presented t» Colomon 
by the Queen of Sheba.

js satisfied that the convicted alien Is 
an anarchist or that his remaining in 
this country will be a menace to the 
government or society in general, Ye 
may direct that in addition to other pun- 
Ishments adjudged, the convicted alien, 
after undergoing such punishments, 
shall be deported at the expense of the 
United States to the country from 
which he came and if he returns to the 
United States shall be punished by "m- 
prisonment nt hard !abor for a period 
not exceeding five years and afterward 
•gain deported. 


Provision is made for the appointment 


of 12 immigration agents at a salary of 
$2500 each, to make investigations in 
foreign countries concerning inleurlod 
Immigrants. The sixth and last section 
of tho bill provides that "The fact that 
nn alien has declared hJs intention to 
become a citizen of the United Stnt.'S 
Khali constitute no bur to proceedings 
against him under this act." 


A resolution introduced by Senator 


UTest directs the Judiciary committee to 
Inquire If congress has power to legis- 
late for the punishment of anarchists 
who assassinate or attempt to assassi- 
nate the President of the United States 
and if not, whether it is expedient to 
amend the federal constitution to enable 
congress so to legislate. 


Senator Hoar Introduced a bill for the 


protection of the President of the United 
States. It provides that anyone who 
•hall kill the president or shall mako an 
attempt upon the life of the president 
shall be punished by death. Any per- 
son who shall counsel or advise the kill- 
Ing of the president shall be imprisoned 
20 years. Any person who shall aid the 
escape of any person toncerneil ip Ihe 
killing or counselling of the killing of 
the president shall be punished equally 
as an accomplice. 


1 Senator Lodge introduced a bill to pro- 
vide revenues for the Philippine isl- 
ands. It provides that the tariff passed 
by the Philippine commission Sept. 17, 
3901, and approved by the secretary of 
war, shall remain in full force and ef- 
fect. This covers goods going into }be 
Islands. 


The second section of the bill provides 


for levying the same duty and tariff en 
goods coming Into the United States 
from the Philippine Islands that are now 
collected from foreign countries. 


Section 3 provides that until otherwise 


ordered, statutory laws of the United 
States shall not be in force in the Phil- 
ippines, except as ordered by the Phil- 
ippine commission. 


Section 4 provides that all duties col- 


lected in the Philippine islands 
shall 


be paid into the Philippine treasury. 


Senator Lodge also introduced a bill 


providing for the removal of the 10- 
years' limitation on the Chinese exclu- 
sion act, thus leaving the provisions cf 
the Geary act in force. That act, which 
was approved May 5, 1892, excluded 
Ihe Chinese Indefinitely, but the Scott 
act of Nov. 3,1893, limited the exclusion 
to 10 years. In case there is no legis- 
lation in the meantime the 10-years* 
limit would expire next May. 


Drinking of Vino Prohibited 


' Washington, Dec. 5.—Brigadier Gen- 
eral Bell has issued an order fo the sol- 
diers in northern Luzon forbidding 
them, under pa_in of severe punishment 
by court martial, to drink the native 
"vino" spirits, which has been found to 
produce insanity and which incites to 
crime. 


ilay Come VHth Abolition of the 


Bus: U* £>t Nuisance 


Boston. Hec. <"».—Ifuuaboats, the small 


boats used by the petty traders who fol- 
low our ships of war for the sake of sup- 
plying the jackies with food and va- 
rious little luxuries, are likely to be 
abolished by iLe navy department at 
Washington. Tins news, received at 
tbe Charlestown nai y yard, has caused 
a great deal of interest among the local 
naval officers. For a long time, they 
say, the tradeus have been a source of 
annoyance to the officers of tbe saios, 
and all will welcome the end of rue 
nuisance. Surgeon Ames of the battle- 
ship Massachusetts recently made a re- 
port on this matter to the surgeon gen- 
eral qf the navy, and the forthcoming 
action by the department probably is a 
result. It is more than likely, too, that 
with the abolition of the bumboats will 
come the establishment of canteens 
aboard all of our warships. 


In the past, ever since 
the white 


squadron first made its appearance on 
our coast—and it is the same everywhere 
—"bumbont women" have been one of 
the pjctureSque features of the ships' 
visits. These people buy on sBore 
whatever is wanted by the jackies and 
then take the supplies oat to the ship in 
a small boat. The articles are usually 
sold at exhorbitant prices. Tbe sailors 
know thp rates are high, but they can't 
get ashore, and liave the goods they 
must, so they pay whatever is asked. 
Bumboat women are usually foreigners.. 
Most of them are big, strong and healthy, 
nnd it is no uncommon sight to see one 
carrying on her back a barrel filled with 
supplies. 
Gloucester's Dangerous Breakwater 
Gloucester, Mass., Dec. 5.—Schooner 


Vigilant of this port, Captain Curtis, 
which was beating in from the Banks, 
struck on the unfinished Dog Bar break- 
water last nijrbt. The vessel is in a 
rather bad position, and it is doubtful 
whether she can be saved.

Vigilant was bringing home 70,000 
pounds of fish, and vessel and cargo are 
valued at about $9000.

"Strange how people pin their faith 


I to rope as a means of escape from burn- 
ing buildings," remarked an officer of 
the fire department. 
"Hundreds of 


traveling men carry a coil of light rope 
habitually in one of tlmr trunks and feel 
safe on the upper floors of hotels they 
know are mere deathtraps. A drummer 
of my acquaintance, who weighs fully 
200 pounds'and who has taken no exer- 
cise for the last twenty years, has a 
sample case with a special compartment 
containing fifty yards of silk lifeline, ex- 
tremely light and strong. 
" 'Do you really think you conld slide 


down on that in case of fire?' I asked 
him when he showed me the arrange- 
ment. 


'"Why not?' he replied. 'It's been 


tested to three time» my weight.' 


"The only difficulty that occurred to 


him was the breaking of the line. That 


; he would have BO Trouble hanging to it 


i on the way down he took for granted. 


Now, as a matter of fact," continued the 
speaker, "a rope it tbe very worst fire 
escape imaginable. To begin with, a 
moment's reflection will show you that 
the chances are two to one that it will 
Catch on fire and be destroyed before it 
can be used. Tbe windows of nearly all 
buildings are arranged in straight ver- 
tical lines, one directly above the other, 
and a rope thrown out of an upper story 
would necessarily cross every casement 
on the way down. Tbe probabilities are 
that some or all of them wonld be spout- 
ing flame and the rope would last about 
as long as a piece of puck thread. 


"But, assuming the coast to be clear, 


a rope would be almc-st useless to any- 
body but a trained gymnast. The aver- 
age man would find it physically impos- 
sible to let himself down hand over 
hand, and if he attempted to slide his 
palms would J>e flayed, and he would let 
go involuntarily before he went thirty 
feet. Gloves or cloth are no advantage, 
as we have proved tiy tests in the depart- 
ment. If they are thick enough to pre- 
vent abrasion, they will also prevent one 
frost obtaining sufficient purchase to 
case the descent. 
* 


"The only thing cf any value in thtt re- 


spect is the handkerchief looped loosely 
around the rope and then tied firmly by 
both ends to th» wrist. The loop will 
bind slightly in the descent and act as a 
brake. That is something, by the way, 
that is well worth remombering. Getting 
a hitch or two of the rope around one'r 
leg is of no use whatever, unless some- 
body has hold of the lower end nnd is 
keeping it taftt. Altogether, the rope es- 
cape is a delusion and a snare, and I wish 
the fact were gfncraliy understood, be- 
cause the confidence that is reposed in it 
makes people careless of other and propet 
precautions."—New Orleans Times-Dem- 
ocrat.

Showed N*t tbe Slightest Emotion 


When Decision of the Jury Was 
Announced—Crime One of tbe Most 
Shocking Ever Committed In Maine 


Dover, Me., Dec. 5.—A verdict of mur- 


der in the first degree was returned yes- 
terday against Henry Lambert, a young 
French Canadian guide and woodsman, 
after one of the longest criminal trials 
in the history of the state. The jury 
was out less than two hours. 


During the long trial Lambert lad 


preserved an appearance of apparent 
composure and dSsintenstedness hardly 
to be expected cf one 5n so grave a po- 
sition, and the verdict was received ty 
the prisoner without the least show of 
emotion. 


In charging the jury Judge Strout 


spoke about an hour, aad the jury re- 
tired at 3:45. Their report was made at 
5:37. The court room was filled with 
spectators at the time, and when the 


' words were pronounced by the foreman 
of the jury all eyes were directed 
toward the condemned murderer. But 
his appearance did not alter in the 
slightest degree, and he seemed one of 
the coolest men in the room. 
A few 


minutes later k* was led away to his 
cell in the county jail, and unless some 
preventive action is taken by his coun- 
sel he will probably be sentenced today. 


The crime for which Lambert was ccn- 


victed was a triple murder, one of the 
most shocking tragedies ever recorded 
!n Maine. The victims were J. W. 
Allen, a prominent farmer and member 
of the board of selectmen of the town 
of Shirley; his wife, Mary S., and their 
daughter, Carrie L., aged 16. The mur- 
ders were committed Sunday evening, 
May 12, and the murderer set fire to tha> 
farm buildings in an effort to cover up 
the crime. 


In the trial the prosecution set up as 


a motive for the deed the claim that the 
murderer had designs on Carrie Allen's 
virtue, and to accomplish his purpose 
murdered the parents and finally to con- 
ceal his crime, the girl herself. 


Lambert was under suspicion from the 


first, but was not arrested until several 
days after the tragedy. Later he was 
indicted by tbe stand jury and a ses- 
sion cf the supreme court called for Nov. 
19 to try tiis case. The trial, which 
began on that «5f.ts and closed last night, 
has been a notable one and marked with 
pathetic incidents. 


Almost as s^Sen as the trial opened the 


defense gave the prosecution to under- 
stand that every proposition advanced 
would be vigorously combatted and this 
attitude wSs maintained to the end. 
The pathetic side appeared on Saturday 
following the opening, when County At- 
torney Durgin was notified of the sud- 
den death of hie son and was obliged to 
temporarily withdraw from the case. 
Closely following this came a telegram 
for one of the jurymen, stating that his 
eon was lying at.tlie point of death, and 
-Just as Judge Strout was telling the 
father that the law would not permit 
him to visit his dying child, another- 
message came announcing the boy was 
dead. 


Judge Strout, in his charge to the jury, 


very carefully reviewed and compared 
the testimony introduced by the prose- 
cution and the defense in the course of 
tbe trial. He handled tbe testimony for 
each side in a most impartial way until 
that introduced by Timothy B. Hartnett 
of Portland was reached. In reference 
to this testimony Judge Strout said the 
methods of deceit practiced by the wit- 
ness to secure evidence against the pris- 
oner were not justified by any code of 
ethics or law and the damaging admis- 
sions made by Lambert as testified to 
by Hartnett should be given most care- 
ful consideration before they were al- 
lowed to mitigate against the prisoner. 


A Dissatisfied Clergyman

tion in which the parish stands to the 
cathedral church of St. Luke, which has 
caused unpleasantness within the parish 
for some time.

A. Man Who Became an Involuntary 


Train Robber. 


"How I became a train robber on a 


midnight train between New York and 
Washington is one of the most thrilling 
experiences I have had recently," said a 
valuable member of Icicle Sam's staff ot 
secret service men to a reporter yester- 
day.

Favors the Nicaraguan Route 


For a Canal 


COSTS MOEE THAN PANAMA 


To Operate and Maintain It, but It 


Is Claimed to Have Superior Ad- 
vantages—Panama Project Favored | 


i 
In Minority Report by Morison 


Washington. Dec. 5.—The report of the 


Isthmian canal commission was sent to 
congress yesterday. The commission 
favors the Nicaragua route and makes 
an estimate of $189,864,062 as tbe total 
cost of construction of the canal through 
Nicaragua. The estimated cost of the 
Panama route is ?H4,233,35S, but, the 
report says, it would cost $109,141,000 
to obtain the Panama concession. The 
commission values tbe work done at 
$40,000.000. 


The report says the Panama route is 


feasible as a sea level canal,> while the 
Nicaragua route must be by locks, but 
Lake Nicaragua will furnish an inex- 
haustible supply of water for the canal. 
The Nicaragua route has no natural 
harbors at either end, but satisfactory 
harbors may be constructed. Harbors 
already exist at each end of ihe Panama 
canal route, but considerable work must 
be done at the entrance of the harbor on 
the Atlantic side. 


With adequate force and plant the 


commission estimates that the Nicara- 
gua canal can be completed in six years, 
exclusive of two years for preparation. 
Ten years is estimated to tomplete the 
Panama canal. The total length of the 
Nicaragua route is 183.66 miles and the 
Panama route 49.09. 
Tbe estimated 


cost of operating and maintaining the 
Nicaragua canal annually is $1,850.000 
greater than that of the Panama canal. 
The estimated time for a deep-draught 
vessel to pass through tiie Panama canal 
is 12 hours, and through the Nicarag aa 
canal 33 hours. 


The Nicaragua route, the report says, 


is more advantageous for commerce 
cave that originating on the west coast 
of South America. For the gulf ports 
the advantage is two days, and for most 
of the ports on the Atlantic and Pacific 
one day. The Nicaragua route is said to 
be better for sailing vessels on account 
of favoring winds. Hygienic conditions 
also favor Nicaragua. The commis- 
sion says the United States should ac- 
quire control of a strip of territory 10 
miles wide, from sea to sea, through 
which to build the canal. The consent 
of Nicaragua and Costa Rica must be 
obtained to construct the canal, but the 
report says this can be easily secured. 
The concessions granted by the Colom- 
bian government to the Panama Canal 
company have many years to rur. and 
new concessions cannot be granted the 
United States. 


The report concludes as follows: 


"After considering all the facts de- 
veloped by the investigations made by 
the,commission, the actual situation as 
it now stands, and having in view the 
terms offered by the new Panama Cinal 
company, this commission is of the 
opinion that the most practicable and 
feasible route "for an isthmian canal, to 
be under the control, management and 
ownership of the United States, is that 
known as the Nicaragua route." 


George S. Morisou, a member of the 


commission, submits a minority report 
favoring the Panama route. He s«ys 
the estimates for the Nicaragua route 
do not make sufficient provision for un- 
known condifens and contingencies. 
He believes that better conditions and 
terms caa be arranged through the 
acquisition of the Panama Canal com- 
pany's rights than by any negotiations 
with Nicaragua and Costa Rica. The 
government, after securing these rights, 
he says, could negotiate direct with Co- 
lombia for the right to construct the 
canal. He closes by saying: 


"The Panama route has advantages 


over the Nicaragua route in cost of con- 
struction, in cost of operation and in 
convenience when done, while its use 
is less likely to lead to local interna- 
tional complications. 
If the United 


States government is to build an isth- 
mian canal, the Panama route is the 
best."

I pressed snxmfi'y with what I may call 
• the potentiality of th«» paragrapu. Really 
; the paragraph it of more value than 
, many of the uth?r methods devised by 
i men for the purpose of giving emphasis 
j to what isr written. The paragraph marlr 
. is the thinfr when it comes to holding an 
! idea out. It beat* the old method of us- 


I ing italics, a motiod, by the way, which 
j is rapidly passing out of existence except 
j among the heavinf writers who want to 
j give prominence to a series of proposi- 
I tiocs. 


"So far as the newspaper of today i« 


concerned, italic* are rarely seen. The 
time was when the editor was very fond 
of holding out hia strong points by the 
use of italics, but in the upheavals which 
have maiked the printer's trade during 
the last few year* the use of italics has 
almost passed. There is probably a rea- 
son for it. In thr1 first place, the use of 
letters of this kind mar to some extent 
the appearance of the printed page. They 
break the smoothness of the picture, as 
it were, and detract much from the ap- 
pearance of the page. 


"But there is another reason to be con- 


sidered in this connection. Time is the 
great element in the modern newspaper 
world. Whatever happens in the print- 
ing line, as in all other lines at this time, 
must happen quickly. Except on special 
occasions there is no reason for any 
tedious effort at displaying sentences or 
in giving a bolder appearance to some 
striking thought in the written matter. 
Hence there Is tint little chance for tho 
nse of italics. The age is snappy, and 
'the newspaper office of the day is prob- 
Ibly the best place to find a full expres- 
sion of the push and bustle which char- 
acterize the age. 


"So many of the older forms in print- 


ing have disappeared in the crash and 
jam of modern affairs. So the paragraph 
mode has come to the front as the quick- 
est and certainly the most forcible meth- 
od of employing a point. One may string 
an idea out in a jiffy simply by using 
this mark and holding the thought boldly, 
and it is in my judgment the best meth- 
od of emphasizing ever devised. There 
is now a noticeable tendency to give the 
paragraph mark even greater prominence 
in the newspapers and other periodicals, 
and I accept this innovation as one of th* 
good signs of tlie times, fpr I am a fira 
believer in the potentiality of the para- 
graph."—New Orleans Times-Democrat

least it is one that dynamite workers are 
not agreed on among themselves, accord- 
ing to Cleveland Moffett's report in St. 
Nicholas of a ronversation he took part 
in. 


Farther down the road, he writes, ] 


came to a railroad track where a long 
freight train was standing on a siding. 
Some men were busy here loading a cai 
With clean looking wooden boxes that 
might have held starch or soap, but did 
hold dynamite neatly packed in long, fat 
sticks like huge, firecrackers. Each box 
bore this inscription in red letters: "High 
Explosives. Dangerous." I looked along 
the train and saw that; there were several 
cars closed and sealed, with a sign nailed 
on the outside: "Powder. 
Handle 'Care- 


fully." 


In this case "powder" means dynamite, 


for the product of a dynamite factory is 
always called powder. I think the men 
feel more comfortable when they use that 
milder name. 
There was 
"powder" 


enough on this train to wreck a city, but 
nobody seemed to mind. The men laugh- 
ed and loitered. They might have been 
laying bricks for any interest they show- 
ed. 


I asked one of them if it is considered 


safe to harl carloads of dynamite about 
the country. He said that some people 
consider it .safe, and some do not. Some 
railroads will carry dynamite, while oth- 
ers .refuse it. 


"Suppose a man were to shoot a rifle 


ball into one of these cars," I asked; "do 
yon think it would elplode?" 


This led to ap argument. One of the 


group vras, positive* it would explode. Con- 
cussion, he declared, was the thing that 
sets off dynamite. Another knew of ex- 
periments at the works where they had 
fired rifle balls into Quantities of dyna- 
mite and hail only concluded that some- 
times it exploded 8>*>d sometimes it did 
not. 


Then a third man spoke up with an aii 


of authority. "You've got to have a red 
spark," he said, "to set off dynamite. 
I've handled it*long enough to know. 
Here's an experiment that's been tried: 
They took an old flat car and loaded it 
with rocks. Then they fastened a box of 
dynamite to the bumper and let the f&t 
run down a steep grade, bang into an- 
other car anchored at the bottom. And 
they found that the dynamite never ex- 
ploded unless the bumpers were faced 
with iron. It didn't matter how much 
concussion they got with wooden bump- 
ers, the dynamite was like that much 
putty, bat as soon as a red spark jumped 
into it out of the iron, why, off she'd go." 


Then he instanced various cases where 


powder cars had gone through railroad 
wrecks without exploding, although boxes 
of dynamite bed been smashed open and 
scattered about. 


"How about that car of ours the other 


day up in central New York?" said the 
first man.

seems queer, but it's a fact. Put a white 
hot poker into a box of dynamite, and it 
will only burn. Put in a redhot poker and 
it will explode."

A SOFT COAL BURNER 


Invention That May Mean a Reduction 


In the Price of Fuel 


With the price of anthracite coal at 


its present high figure, the important 
announcement that a stove has been in 
vented that will burn soft coal with- 
out throwing off the thick, disagree- 
able black smoke that has heretofore 
been an inevitable attendant of the 
use of bituminous or soft coal, will bt 
Of interest to every householder. The 
Kew York Sun says: 


Stove men of Albany and Troy ai-i 


discussing an invention which they 
say will be as revolutionary as'that 
of the sewing machine. The inventor 
is E," R. Cahoon of Troy, and the in- 
vention that of a fire box which burns 
soft coal without smoke. 
They be- 


lieve Cahoon has at last solved the 
problem of perfect combustion in the 
burning of bituminous coal. 
In his 


stove all the carbonaceous gases are 
consumed which hitherto 
have es- 


caped through the chimney flues in 
the shape of dense smoke. The stove 
has been inspected by chemists, rail- 
road men and representatives of some 
of the big coal companies, and their 


• estimate of the results of its develop 
ment 
are 
. far 
reaching.

stoves! 
mjanufac- 


tured in the United 
States 
each 


year are used to burn soft coal. It \\ ill 
b« possible to burn this coal with as 
much cleanliness as hard coal. It will 
result, they say, not only in the sub- 
stitution throughout much of the west 
of bituminous coal as 52.50 per ton for 
anthracite at ?7 or $8, but also in the 
utilization of the great lignite fields of 
the Dakotas and the northwest, which 
rntil now have proved of little value, 
Fuel will thus not only be cheapened, 
but largely saved by the increased 
power obtainable from a given quan- 
tity by burning the 35 per cent gas as 
well as the 65 per cent carbon. This 
would save milions of dollars in fu«t 
bills, take the smoke out of every lo- 
comotive stack in the country and end 
the smoke nuisance in the large cities..

WHO OWNS THE PRESCRIPTION* 


Doctor. DruKKiot and Patient All Lay 


Claim to It. 


To whom does the prescription belong-- 


to the doctor who writes it, the patient 
who receives and pays for it or the drug- 
gist who puts up the medicine? This 
question has recently been the subject of 
an interesting discussion in the secular 
press, having been started by a New York 
journal, in commenting on a letter re- 
ceived from one of its readers complain- 
ing that a druggist who filled a prescrip- 
tion which he had received from a doctor 
and paid for would not return him the 
prescription. 
According to the newspa- 


per, the druggist based his claim of own- 
ership in the 
prescription 
upon tho 


grounds of frequently being required to 
produce in court the originals of prescrip- 
tions which he had put up, in order to 
answer important questions, and, further, 
that he needs the prescrijiHnp for his own 
protection in the event of any trouble 
aiising from its taking, to show that he 
has put up only wbat the doctor has pre- 
scribed. 


The druggist insists that it is not safe 


for a patient to hold a prescription which 
he can have filled at any time, for the 
reason that the physician formulates a 
prescription according to existing symp- 
toms and the exact condition of the pa- 
tient at the time, and if he, the patient, 
should take it at another time when he 
apparently msy have the same trouble, 
but conditions are different, he will do 
himself a physical and the doctor a pro- 
fessional injury. 


The doctor partially approves the claim 


of the druggist, modifying it only to the 
extent of requiring him to give a copy of 
the prescription to the patient, and de- 
clares that 110 prescription should ever be 
filled from a copy, which should be so 
marked, and that no prescription should 
ever be refilled, except upon the approval 
of the doctor who gave it, aud that there 
should be a law to this effect. 


These views of the question utterly* 


ignore any property rights the patient 
may be supposed to have in the prescrip- 
tion. 
The patu t pays the doctor for 


writing out the proscription and then 
pays the druggist for 'filling it. Now, 
what is it the patient buys? Is it only 
what the pharmacist hands him in box, 
bottle or paper? If so, what is it that he 
has paid the doctor for? The druggist re- 
ceives full remuneration for his drugs, and 
compounding the prescription has cost 
him nothing. By what right, then, does 
he hold title to it? For self protection, it 
is claimed. But what about the patient's 
right to avail himself of whatever advan- 
tages may afterward adhere in the pre- 
scription? The patient, having purchased 
a prescription, has a property right there- 
in which neither the doctor who wrote it 
nor the druggist who has filled it has, and 
he is therefore entitled to its possession. 
The druggist may be permitted to retain 
a copy.—Chicago Law Journal.

His chances of recovery w«re «een to 
be very slim, and it was no surprise 
when he died this afternoon.

To Keep * Coal Fire Over Nigh*. 
Anthracite coal, being nearly a solid 


carbon, the fire may be arranged to 
"keep" over night. To accomplish this lift 
the lid on the top' of the stove or open the 
littte draft at the top of the firebox. This 
will allow cold air to enter, pass over the 
upper surface of the coal,, chill it and 
prevent rapid burning. As this is imper- 
fect combustion great care must be taken 
to have the chimney flue open that the 
products of combustion may not come out 
into the room. Carbon monoxide, the 
product of imperfect combustion, is a col- 
orless, odorless, poisonous gas. Being an 
accumulative poison, it is still more dan- 
gerous. As bird coal contains a little sul- 
phur when the drafts are imperfect the 
odor of the sulphur is noticed/ which i'a 
like the sounding of an alarm bell, for 
carbon monoxide ia found in its company.

PLAYWRITING. 


Technl«*« ot aa Art That Require* 


Tact ana Skill. 


Some time in his life every author, no 


matter how succesful he may be in fic- 
tion, determines to write a play, and 
this without a clear understanding ol 
the difference between the dramatic and 
other forms of compositoin. £* few, in- 
deed, are those who have mastered the 
technique of both the novel and the play 
that they can be counted upon your 
thumbs, says Manuscript. 


Charles Reade, whom Swinburne calls 


the greatest of English novelists and 
whose "The Cloister and the Hearth" is 
agreed by all to be the ideal of th.e histor- 
ical novel, always plumed himself on his 
ability to write a play. Certainly he had 
the dramatic sense, as the stories of his 
which have been dramatized prove, but 
he lacked the training in dramatic tech- 
nique. And, worst of .all, he was totally 
blind to his deficiency. He made over a 
good French play into a poor English 
one and wrote to a friend that he had 
achieved the dearest wish of his life. 


In the composition of a play the first 


essential is the construction of a "scena- 
rio," the framework of the fabric. With 
this' done, the play is fully embodied in 
the mind of the practical playwright, 
The rest is but upholstering-—"leather 
and prunella." The younger Dumas was 
once asked how he was getting on with a 
play that he had on the stocks and an- 
swered: "Nearly through. All done but 
the dialogue." 


The fault of the "closet dramatist," 


whose plays read better than they actt is 
nearly always too much attention to lit- 
erary style and too little to stage effect. 
He thinks too much of word painting, a 
necessity in the days of the bare Eliza- 
bethan stage, but BOW rendered obsolete 
by the calcium and other modern, effects. 
The frame of the dramatic edifice nowa- 
days is everything. 
The paint can be 


squirted on with a hose. 


The novelist who will write a play 


should therefore engage the services ol 
a professional playwright either as a col- 
laborator or critic and reviser. 
Even 


then, if he does not produce a popular 
play, he will have received hints concern- 
ing the attainment of dramatic effects 
which will be of invaluable service to him 
in subsequent work in his own field ot 
fiction. Indeed, one of the best practices ! 
Jan embryo novelist could engage in would ' 
'be the novelizing of a successful drama 
—if he can find one on the boards" that 
wasn't a novel itself originally.

Profit to Swindlers. 


"There's all sorts of vayg of making a 


living, aria I've seen many queer thing! 
in this line," said an attache of the coun- 
ty hospital, ''but the strangest of all ia 
that of being a 'fake relative." Don't 
know what that is, hey? Well, neither 
did I until I came here, but if s a great 
graft all the same, -and it gets the money. 


"We are continually receiving at the 


morgue here the bodies of unidentified 
men and women. Death Is frequently the 
result of suicide or accident. In either 
ctse the newspapers print a pretty fair 
description of the remains, which is fur- 
nished by the morgue authorities in th« 
bcpe that it will bring iu some relative 
to identify the body and thus save the 
county expense. 


"Then the *fake relatives' get in their 


woik. Tueie is a lot of these harpies, 
but it is seldom they interfere with one 
another. They seem to recognize the 
right of pre-emption, and the first one on 
the scene is usually l«?tt free to work the 
claim. The fake relative" has studied the 
newspaper description so well that he 
ten give a reasonably good word picture 
of the pppenrance of the dead person. 
He assorts that the body is that of a 
cousin or something of that sort and 
lea\es with the avowed intention of 
making arrangements for the funeral ai 
soon as the inquest is over. 


"A day or so later a genuine relative 


shows up, and the fakir makes it his 
business to be near at hand. He con- 
vinces the genuine mourner that he is a 
distant cousin ncd announces his inten- 
tion of defraying all the expenses of the 
funeral, which is> welcome news to the 
real relative. But be is a little short to- 
day, 
having given all his spare currency 


to the undertaker as a guarantee pay- 
ment, and if the mourner would like to 
chip in $3 or $10 for flowers or carriages, 
why, 
it would be acceptable. Glad to get 


out of the heavy tax incident to burial, 
the real relative generally unbelts. anJ 
the fakir disappears for n day or two, 
until the coast is clear for another opera- 
tion of the same kind. 
"\\ by don't the hospital authorities 


break up the practice? Well, there's lots 
of leasons. One is that those who are 
victimized rarely make complaint."1—Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean.

A LITTLE TOO WELL.

"I'm through wijth freak advertising," 


«aid the young deatigt. "I've had u»y 
fling at trade secured through illegitimate 
tricks, and I've sworn off from further 
cultivation of the public in ways that are 
dark. 
"It was about sis months ago that I 
irst resorted to irregular methods of se- 
cuiing patronage. Things were going 
fairly well with ine then, but I maqe up 
my mind that I was entitled to still more 
business and in order to secure my just 
deserts availed myself of one of those 
idiotic advertising schemes. 1 wiote let- 
ters to total strangers whose nances had 
been picked up haphazard out of directo- 
ries and newspapers and inclosed bills for 
services rendeied.

A sad fatality happened at Bowen's 


crossing: in Cheshire yesterday after- 
noon about 3.37 o'clock, 
when the 


train which leaves this city for Pitts- 
field on the Boston & Albany railroad 
at 3.10, struck and killed Michael, 
the seven years old son of Mr. and 
Mrs.. Patrick 
McDonald of Main 


street in that town. 


The boy was on his way home from

About Everything from National and 


State Laws to Where John Jones 


May Be Found. He Is the Mu- 


nicipal Jack of All Trades 


The decision to have the voters of 


North Adams act on the adoption of 
the law providing a three year term 
for city clerk has led some of 
the 


voters to look up the duties of that 
officer. 
All who have occasion 
to 


transact business 
frequently in the 


city clerk's office have gathered some 
idea of the multiplicity of his duties; 
but there are many who have not had 
this opportunity who would be inter- 
ested in a statement of the facts. 


In the municipality the city clerk is 


elected by the city council, directly 
after its orgamation. 
He has to be 


practically the mainspring of all con- 
current municipal legislation, and the 
key of all of the past. His duties are 
legion. He is supposed to be a gen- 
ieraJ encyclopedia of information in 
the laws, not only of the cify, but of 
the state, and to a great extent of the 
nation, to be able io answer offhand 
any question which he may be asked, 
to know where every street or court 
is located, and who lives on each, 
what their occupation is, and where 
they may be found. It would surprise 
one to know the great variety and 
peculiar questions he is called upon 
to answer. 


As cletk of the city council he has ! 


to record the doings of that body. This 
includes the proper indexing of the 
same, and the oversight of all papers 
acted upon by that body,_each one of 
which is endorsed with " the 
action 


thereon, given a number, .filed and in 
dexed, so that with the hundreds of 
papers which have gone through the 
mill, one desiring to know about or 
examine any of them can be accom- 
modated at short notice. This reqiir--", 
as well a large amount of corresn^ 1- 
pnce. as all action by which the o'her 
departments, the city officers or citi- 
zens are affected'necessitates an offi- 
cial notification of the same, requiring 
frequently that several copies of long 
documents be made for this purpose. 
A large portion of the correspondence 
between cities, and inquiries from peo 
pie far and near are addressed to this 
department, and all receive prompt 
attention. 


He is also', ex-officio, a member of 


the 
board of registrars of voters, 


being, as well, clerk of that 
body. 


Most of the voters know the import- 
ance of his work here in wie revision 
of the list each year. If the name of a 
voter be dropped or other error made, 
there is trouble. The oversight of the 
election work is in his charge, and 
the fitting up of the various voting 
places, and furnishing the same with 
ballot boxes,, 
voting lists, 
ballots, 


stationery and other paraphernalia is 
an important duty. 


Licenses of all kinds come under his 


supervision and it may be of interest 
to know what a variety of these there 
are. Aiiually in the spring come the 
dog licenses, in which every poor man 
is interested. 
Then too are licenses 


for junk dealers, public carriages and 
•express wagons, irrfielligtence 
offices, 


billiard and pool rooms, amusements, 
auctioneers, and many others, a rec- 
ord of all of which has to be kept. 


It ia his pleasant duty also to make' 


many a loving couple happy m the is- 
suing of marriage licenses, and when 
the ray of sunbeam comes 
to 
the 


homes of those who are thus blessed, 
the law provides that the fact shall 
be duly recorded in his office, last 
year 785 of such items being entered 
there, and when the night of gloom 
comes and the sorrow of death visits 
the household, then also his records 
become the official repository of the 
facts. 
All records of births, mar- 


riages and deaths and the attendant 
facts required by law Is each case, 
after being entered, have to be care- 
fully and exactly copied and CH tiffed 
to annually before the first of March, 
and transmitted to the office of the 
secretary 
of 
-^he 
commonwealth, 


where such returns are received from 
every city, and town in the state. 


All mortgages of personal property 


are also recorded here, 
as 
well as 


discharges of the same, assignments, 
married women's certificates. 


He is also agent for state and mili- 


tary aid, and has the local supervision 
and keeps the record of all cases of 
this kind, in fact, his duties and re- 
quirements are almost innumerable, 
and it is readily seen that such a va 
'riety and amount of business 
re- 


quires a thorough system and peculiar 
adaptability to the work, so that the 
members of the ctiy government and 
cit.rens generally may have the ad- 
vantages of what this department has 
charge of.
